King Constantive in carly March, 
foous attention upon one of tbe 
moat interesting figures of our 
time. Indeed, Mr. Venizelos has 
been in the public oye for a num 
ber of years. The world is atill 
amazed at the astunnding vetion- 
al revival which took place in 
Greece during the threo sbort 
years from 1909 to 1¥12, ood all 
competent observera agree that for 
this almost miracaloua tranafor- 
mation Venizelos is primarily 
responsible, — 


In the autama of 1909 Greece 
seemed literally doomed. The 
disastrous Turkiah war of 1897 
had apparently done nothing to 
rouss the nation from ite cuavtic 
impotence. Yéar by yoor the 
meaningless equabbles of corrupt 
politicians had grown fiercer, and 
party life waa becoming more and 
more sordid stragule for place 
and preferment.

The strong hand of the new 
pilot was instantly manifest in the 
course of the ship of state.
